TOKYO, April 29 — Twenty- 
eight Japanese leaders headed by 
Gen. Hideki Tojo, the Pearl Har­ 
bor premier, w'ere indicted as war 
criminals today, charged with try­ 
ing to rule the w'orld in an Axis 
conspiracy 
with 
Germany 
and 
Italy. 
The indictment against Tojo and 
his political, military and indus­ 
trial colleagues was presented to 
the Far East international mili­ 
tary tribunal by Chief Prosecutor 
Joseph B. Keenan. 
“It is high time, Indeed, that pro­ 
moters 
of 
aggressive, 
ruthless 
wars and treaty wreckers were 
stripped of their glamor as nation­ 
al beroe* and exposed for what 
they really are — plain, ordinary 
murderers,” Keenan said. 
Reaching back all the way to 
1918, 
the 
55-count 
indictment 
charged the defendant* with wag­ 
ing aggressive war and ruthlessly 
seeking their ends through mur­ 
der, inhumanities and plunder. 
To Be Arraigned Friday 
The 28 indicted Japanese will be 
arraigned Friday morning, when 
they are expected to make their 
first public appearance. Tojo tried 
to commit suicide when he wa* 
arrested after the Japanese sur­ 
render. The trial will begin in 
about one month. 
All the defendants w'era accused 
of participating as leaders, organ­ 
izers, instigators and accomplice* 
in formulating or executing a con­ 
spiracy with Germany and Italy to 
win military, naval, political and 
economic domination of the world, 
each nation having special dom­ 
ination in its own sphere. 
Specific Charge* Made 
Additional specific counts were 
read against various groups of the 
defendant* 
for 
thousands 
of 
deaths resulting from the attack* 
on Pearl Harbor, the Philippines, 
Hong Kong and Shanghai on Dec. 
7 and 8, 1941. Some were charged 
with warring against Russia in 
1939 others with attacking France 
in Indo-China and wnth the whole­ 
sale slaughter of Chinese civilians. 
Among the most prominent on 
the list are Marquis Koichi Kido, 
former lord keeper of the privy aes! 
and advisor to Emperor Hirohito; 
Yoeuke Matsuoka. former foreign 
minister: former premier Kuniakl

THE lymph glands of your body 
perform much the same function 
as the oil filter in your car, for the 
latter filters out dirt, and the for­ 
mer filters out germ* and infec­ 
tion. 
It is not surprising that, where 
infection is frequent or of long 
duration, the filters themselves 
should become clogged with these 
toxic materials. When they do, 
they revers# their role and instead 
of affording protection, become a 
source of danger. 


Filtering Stations 
Now, one of the greatest of these 
filtering stations is in the throat. 
It consists of the tonsils and other 
lymphoid glands there. 
Repeated infections of the nose 
and throat cause these lymphoid 
gland* to work overtime and in 
the procees they increase in sixe. 
Then an excessive amount of mu­ 
cus is formed in the throat which 
blocks breathing and the opening 
of the eustachian tubes which lead 
from the throat to the middle ear. 
When in this condition, accord­ 
ing to Doctor Gilbert E. Fisher of 
Birmingham, Alabama, these tis­ 
sues become very nesta of infec­ 
tions, infections which may spread 
to the sinuses in the nose, the ears, 
the larynx or voice-box, the wind­ 
pipe and bronchi, or the small air 
passages in the lungs. 


Lowered Resistance 
Furthermore, Dr. Fisher think* 
this also lowers the child’s resis­ 
tance to infections. In older chil­ 
dren, a condition known as granu­ 


lar pharyngitis may develop in 
which the throat is reddened, the 
lymphoid tissue swollen, and 
coughing occurs frequently. 
Thia granular pharyngitis may 
develop into recurrent sore throat, 
a condition which ia seen in adults. 
Also, a chronic or long-continued 
obstruction 
of 
the 
eustachian 
tubes might develop, leading to a 
form of deafness which is quite 
common. 
Because of these facts, Dr. 
Fisher believe* that it is impor­ 
tant to treat the lymphoid tissue 
in the throat and back part of the 
nose with radium. The radium 
treatment will cause the lymphoid 
tissue to wa«te and disappear. The 
treatment is not difficult to carry 
out. 
Slight Soreness 
During the first week following 
treatment, there may be a slight 
sensation of soreness in the nose 
and throat, together with an in­ 
crease in the amount of discharge 
from the back part of the nose into 
the throat. 
Gradually this discharge clears 
up and 30 days after treatment 
little, if any, discharge occurs. Ex­ 
amination of the nose and throat 
six weeks after treatment usually 
stow* that the lymphoid tissue has 
definitely decreased in size, and 
the mucous discharge has de­ 
creased in amount. 
This method of treatment ha* 
been found to give good result# 
particularly in children in cases 
of deafness in which there is block­ 
ing of the eustachian tubes and in 
persons who have infections of th# 
nose and throat.
